him was like unto him. 


Well 
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Well mighr he thetfore 
build che moit excellent 
Temple tn the-World:! 
Ic was a true Maſter- 
piece, not' made after 
che manner of any be-; 
fore ic, nor could poſte-/ 
rity ever equall ic, The 
ſiruation of ir, wasupon 
Mount Morie , ' an ex- 
ceedingkigh Mountain, 
as Ez:ch, ſpeaks, cha.40. 
{re had. foure Porches 
or - Courts , into the 
firſt Coure might any 
come, ſuch women only 
excepted who by- their 
Law : were acconnted 
ancleane. Into the. (e- 
cond, onely- the Jewes 
might 
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might enter z into the 
third were ſuch males 
admitced, as were clean; 
And into' the fourth 
came the Prieſts onely. 
The ſtruftuce of it was | 
all of ſquare ſtone, yer 
no iron:tovles, as ſaw or | 
hammar was. heard in ir 
all the while ic was in 
building: For the ſtones 
were all hewn, and per- 
|feftly fatred in the quar- 
ries, before they were

places; thirty thouſand

C |citudes of Tyrians,and by 
| [theſe guefle at the vaſt 
ereatneſſe of this Tem- 
ple. Yerthe time came 
when this ſo glorious 
Temple, had not one 
ſtone left upon another, 
but was quire deſtroyed, 
not according to the or- 
dinary courſe and miſe- 
rable condi: ion of other 
humane things, to the 
greateſt of which 1s de- 
nied erernity,bue by the 
moſt juſt wrath of God 
upon thar nation.

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CHAP, XXIII, 


Of the Priviledges and 
Immunitics of Temples. 


He Priviledges , 
and Immunities 
char Temples 


have enjoyed, have ad- | 
ded much honour. and 
ornament to them : a- 
moneſt others, thar they 
have beene places of re- 
fuge, which immunity 
confiſterh ip this (as Na- 
var and Caniſius reach) 
that any perſon guilty of 
apy crime, and eſcaping 
to the Temple, might 
not 
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not bee halled from 
thence to puniſhment, 
or priſon. Nay if the of- 
fender were in the Off- 
cers hands, leading him 
ro puniſhment, yer eſca- 
ping to (o ſacreda place, 
be might not be carried 
any further, Hereriques, 
Pagans, Jewes, publique 
robbers, and ſuch as 
commitred their offence 
within the Temple,were 
nor ſuffered ro enjoy 
theſe priviledges. 

Nor were the Laytie 
onely prohibited , bur 
Clergy men alſo, by an 
ancient Councell, were 


forbidden to pollute the 
holy

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holy Temple, by taking 
their Servants or Schol- 
lers from the Church, 
ro which they flew, to 
eſcapepuniſhmenr, ©#04] 
ſt fecerit, (aies the Coun- 
cell, a loco cni honorem 
now dederit, ſeeregetur, 
let him bee [uſpended, 
and caſt cut from rhat 
place, which he fo light-

So weread, that the 
Generall Nices Coun- 
cell was held inthe chief 
Templear Nice,&c. 

In them alſo Kings, | 
and Emperours, receive 
their Crowns, asit were 
acknowledging their ho.

received from God, 

Bat there is nothing ſo 
cleane, that we have nor 
polluted, nothing ſo holy 
rhat onr bold wickednes, 
hath nor violated : The 
ſacred majeſty of rhe 
Templcharh experience 
of this truth which is a- 
buſed, 
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buſed and profaned,cven 
by thoſe men who by 
ſacred office , are bound 
to reprovethe abuſes of- 
fered by ochers. Such 
are they, who ſerve 
themſelves, and not the 
Alrar , who ſeek riches, 
honours, eaſe, and plea» 
ſure in it, and nor the 
glory of God, and the 
{falvarion of the ſoules 
commit:zed to thcir 
charge. 

And thoſe who whilſt 
they ſeeme to adorne

And thoſe alſo abuſe 
the Temple, who ſuffer 
it to bee foule and un- 
clear, the (ſacred veſſels

Chriſt. Theſe men by
